HE FOOTBALL of the Columbian fair has been well kicked by 
rival cities, and now that the athletes of sea-board and prairie have 
grown weary political animosity has taken part in the conclusion of 
the game. The struggle in New York of urging and hindrance has 
been purely a political contest. The Democratic organization, with 
Mayor Grant as its prestidigitateur, slid the mouse very adroitly into 


‘the meal. It was expected, perhaps, that the nibbling little animal 


would not be revealed. 


The direction and expenditure of vast sums and the political in- 
fluence on labor were without 
doubt to be feared. The mayor 
of New York, who, more of a 
ezar than Speaker Reed, and less 
scrupulous in ignoring precedents, 
shaped the great organization of 
its police into a dependent and 
reliable machine by putting the 
force under undivided political con- 
trol, was not likely, no matter how 
thick the wordy honey that hid the 
sting, to neglect at proper time to 
use the business end of the Demo- 
cratic busy bee. Had not 1892 
been a political year no protest 
could have been shaped. In a po- 
litical year the temptation of con- 
trol by either party is too great. 
If the world’s fair is lost to New 
York its loss will be through the 
rivalry and mutual suspicion of 
its misuse by the great political 
contestants who, in so close a 
probable struggle, dare not either 
give the othe@ the least strategic 
advantage. 

The time allotted for proper 


and the narrowing months will 
add enormously to the hurried cost, or from incompleteness give us a 
fiasco instead of a fair. It is absurd to think or say that we can do 
in a day the work taking a European a week. Even national vanity 
should flavor itself with sense. 

The drawbacks of a presidential year are always great. Public 
meetings and parades are chronic disturbers and detractors of business. 
The depression is felt of doubtful issue. The air is filled with clamor 
and fright. Men, aside from the discussion of principles, are strain- 
ing to retain or gain nutritious place. Furthermore, the means of 
transit to the “scene of sights” would be lessened by the clog of 
campaigning. 

Why burden the autumn of platform and procession hurrah and 
music in every hamlet with the certain curtailment of chances of suc- 
cess? Why not have the commemorative fair of Columbian discovery 
in 1893? The political skies would be cleared, the anguish well over, 
the wounded removed. May, 1893, is as near the date of discovery as 
May, 1892. It was in fact the middle of October when Columbus 
pressed foot on the island that he thought was the Indies, never dream- 
ing that he had found a new world. 

A world’s fair if hela in 1892 will open its finished or partly fin- 
ished portals about six months before the commemorative date of the 
event it is intended to celebrate. If the fair be held in 1893 it will 
commemorate simply six months later. 

Neither inauguration can be exact as to date, and the later ap- 
proximate anniversary could be and would be, by the extension of time 
and total abrogation of political rivalry, a national success. J. A.
